.Mr. Seinliu said this, was before the 
house on sevdtotl occasion*. Hr thouglit 
it inexiHMlieut to do anything at tin* 
present time, because the Dominion gov 
eminent were the gmirdiuua of the In¬ 
diana and would be likely to take ac¬ 
tum themselves independently of a eotu 
mission. 

Mr. Eiierta suUl the matter had receiv¬ 
ed the attention of the government, who 
in March lust had represented tn the 
Dominion government the desirability of 
removing the Indians on this reserve to 
some more remote place from tin* city 
It hud been found, however, that tin* 
Dominion government had granted *i 
certain mineral license to’ a reserve in 
Nanaimo, which the provincial govern¬ 
ment considered an invasion of provin 
cial rights. It now stood hi this po*«i 
tion: The question of the right of the 
Dominion government to grant the min¬ 
eral lease .refem*d to will be argued be¬ 
fore the supreme court at Ottawa nt 
its next session,.and until this point !** 
settled the I>ominion government have 
decided to allow the questkm of tlie re¬ 
moval of the reserve at Victoria to re 
main in abeyance- 

Mr. Huuter would he glad to have the 
matter settled, but he did not think the 
explanation afforded by the attorney 
general touched the point. Whatever 
the proposed commissioners Intended to 
do tin* only way of getting rid of these 
Indians would be by consent of the In¬ 
dians themselves; by paying them. 

Dr. Walkem considered the resolution 
strictly in order. Its carrying out 
would not only lM*m*fit the city of Vic¬ 
toria by the remove 1 of the reserve, but 
would also lead to the settlement of the 
question of provincial rights as to the 
Nanaimo reserve. 

Hon. Col. Baker considered that Mr. 
Huuter wag correct, but until the <x>uns 
hud determined in whom the fix* staph* 
of tin* reserve vested, he could not see 
how tin* government could make any 
move in the matter. 

Mr. Lieunckett was very glad that this 
mutter bud come up. Everyone would 
admit that before the iudiuus can be 
removed they must give their consent. 
However, there is no difficulty m get 
ling their consent, because they «r» 
perfectly willing to move i) plum I in au 
equally favorable position, aud it up 
peuiVd that there was u place to which 
the I odious were willing io go. What 
Mr. ilehuckeu's constituents wished 
was that this question should be tackled 
boldly and fearlessly. The subterfuge 
of referring the question to the supreme 
court was only to delay it, liernuse if 
the Dominion government s«*e» thut tin* 
province is weak iu its contention the 
Dominion will appeal the question fur¬ 
ther lu the privy council. The delay of 
the settlement of this question was pm 
ductivc of great injury to the city of 
Victoria. Now that Victoria hud a re¬ 
presentative at Ottawa it would he well 
to hand this resolution to him ami have 
it pressed to a conclusion. 

Cot Baker pointed out that the sub¬ 
ject matter of tbU leno'utiou had been 
den It with by the government before, 
and that this was only a repetition. 

After home discussion by Hon. Mr. 
Turner. Hon. Mr. Pooler. Mr. Hither 
and Mr. Booth. Mr. Helmcken declined 
to whhdraw the reaohition and it wum 
duly passed, practically unanimously. 

Hon. Mr. Elbert* introduced' for ***c- 
ond reading the Mil unendroic the Re¬ 
plevin Act, which gives the sheriff the 
right, upon reasonable suspicion, to 
smirch premises upon four* instead of 
twenty-four hours’ notice. 

Tin* hill was read a second time and 
ordered to he committed to-morrow.
